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Humanities Cluster ls Dedicated on Founders Day

Reflecting its continuing 
commitment to humanistic studies, 
Juniata dedicated its new Charles A. 
Dana Humanities Ciuster in special 
Founders Day ceremonies April 17. 

The Dana Humanities Cluster — 
comprised of six buildings, including 
the recently-completed $417,000 
Humanities Center — was dedicated 
by Juniata President Frederick M. 
Binder, students and faculty members 
in an afternoon ceremony outside the 
new center. 

Beginning the College's 
observance of its 104th Founders Day 
was an 11 a.m. Convocation in Oller 
Auditorium, during which Dr. Edward 
D. Eddy, Jr., provost of The 
Pennsylvania State University, 
delivered the keynote address. Dr. 
Eddy, a distinguished educator in the 

_humanistic-tradition, also received-an- 
honorary doctor of humane letters 
degree. 

“Although the Humanities Cluster’s 
buildings are erected of brick and 
mortar, they are supported by devoted 
and energetic persons,” said 
President Binder during the 
Dedication. “These buildings are 
supported by inquiring minds and 
creative spirits. They are supported by 
our never-ending hunger for beauty 
and truth and freedom.” 

Also offering remarks during the 
ceremony was Ralph B. Church, 
associate professor of English and 
chairman of the department. 

“It is quite fitting that we celebrate 
this occasion on Founders Day, the 
old, and at the beginning of a new 
decade, the 1980s,” Church said, 
adding that ‘we thank all of you who 
helped bring us to-this point.” 

Doug Klepher ’81 of Bryn Mawr, a 
pre-medicine major and Student 
Government president, also offered 
remarks, saying, “Although | am 
majoring in pre-medicine, | have 
developed, at Juniata, an appreciation 
for the humanities, for it is through 
humanistic study that | have been able 
to increase my ability to understand 
the complex world around me.” 

Other students offering remarks 
during the ceremony were: Scott Neff 
‘83 of Elgin, Ill., an international studies 
major; Bruce Rothenberger ’80 of 
Lansdale, a pre-health major; and 
Anita Mock ’81 of Middlebury, Ind., a 
peace studies maior. 


Cluster Combines Old and New 


With the new Humanities Center as 
its unifying building, the Dana 
Humanities Cluster includes five 
additional, pre-existing buildings 
which have been completely 
renovated. Housed in the Cluster’s six

buildings — all of which lie along 17th 
Street between Moore and Mifflin 
streets — are classrooms, faculty 
offices, art studios and the College's 
art galleries. 

President Binder explains that the 
project to create the Dana Humanities 
Cluster began in early 1976, when the 
College received a $100,000 
Challenge Grant from the Charles A. 
Dana Foundation. By December of 
that year, he adds, Juniata had metthe 
challenge, applying its $100,000 and 
the foundation's $100,000 in matching 
funds to the renovation of existing 
buildings. Total cost for the Ciuster 
was about $700,000. 

Foremost among the renovated 
buildings is Carnegie Hall, once the 
College’s library and now its center for 
the fine arts. Complete with original 
stained glass windows, Carnegie 
houses studios, darkrooms, the 
Juniata College Museum and the 
shoemaker Galleries. 

The other renovated buildings in the 
Cluster are: the Robert C. Baker House 
(formerly the Faculty Club), the James 
Quinter House (formerly the College 
Manse), the Nye House (formerly a 
private home) and the |. Harvey 
Brumbaugh House. 

Dominating the Cluster is the new 
Humanities Center, which houses 
special seminar rooms, lounges, 
classrooms and faculty offices. 
Construction of the Center began in 
1978 and the building was occupied in 
the spring of 1979. 
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Art, Poetry, Music Featured 


In addition to the Convocation and 
the Dedication ceremonies, the 
Founders Day observance included 
an art exhibit, a poetry reading and a 
“mini-concert” of choral music, in 
addition to a day-long open house of 
the Cluster’s buildings. 

The art show, which continued in the 
shoemaker Galleries for several 
weeks after Founders Day, featured 
water and oil paintings by Pauline 
(Kauffman '35) Maxwell of 
Waynesboro. 

Mrs. Maxwell has been painting 
since 1925, when she was a private 
pupil of Waynesboro’s Elsie Snader 
Peiffer. Since then, she has studied 
with numerous artists, including her 
Current instructor, Lester Jay Stone, 
renowned in both America and Europe 
for his portraits and landscapes. 

The poetry reading and the choral 


music — offered during the evening in ° 


shoemaker Galleries — featured the 
Rev. George M. Docherty and the 
Juniata College Choir. 

The Scotish-born Rev. Docherty, 
minister emeritus of the New York 
Avenue Presbyterian Church in 
Washington, D.C., read from the works 
of Dylan Thomas in native dialect. The 
Rev. Docherty was the College's 
1979-80 J. Omar Good Visiting 
Distinguished Professor of Evangelical 
Christianity. 

The Concert Choir, under the 
direction of Bruce A. Hirsch, illustrated 


musical styles from several nations, 
sung in the music's native languages. 
Featured during the program were 
small ensembles, instrumentals and 
solos. 


Dedication Date Is Significant 


Dr. Binder observes that “it was 
most appropriate to dedicate the Dana 
Humanities Cluster on Founders Day, 
foron April 17, 1876, the first class met 
at what was to become Juniata 
College.” 

Elaborating, Dr. Binder says that the 
College was known then as the 
Huntingdon Select Normal School, 
noting that its first name ‘was a 
reflection of its early commitment to the 
humanities and to liberal arts 
education.” 

Adding that the College’s 
commitment to the humanities is 
reflected in its present-day realization 
of its Dana Humanities Cluster, the 
Juniata President explains that it was 
also on April 17 that another very 
important Juniata building was 
dedicated — Founders Hall. 

“On April 17, 1879, ‘The Building’ 
(as Founders then was known) was 
dedicated in services in its chapel,” 
Dr. Binder recalls. He also points out 
that 101-year-old Founders Hall, 
recently renovated itself, was the first 
building on the present campus, once 
housing the entire College. Today, it is: 
used for most administrative offices, 
including the President's. 
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Beachley, Lindback Awards 


Outstanding Teachers Receive 
Top Honors During Commencement 


Two faculty members — Dr. Mark R. 
Hochberg and Ibrook Tower — were 
honored with distinguished teaching 
awards during this year’s 101st 
commencement ceremonies. 

Dr. Hochberg, associate professor 
of English, received the 13th annual 
Beachley Distinguished Professor 
Award. Tower, assistant professor of 
music, was presented with the third 
annual Lindback Foundation Award 
for Distinguished Teaching. 

The Beachley Award — established 
by Donovan R. Beachley, Sr., an 
alumnus and trustee, and by Mr. and 
Mrs. Donovan R. Beachley, Jr., all of 
Hagerstown, Md. — provides a $1,500 
stipend. 

Nominations are invited from 
students, faculty members, 
administrative personnel, alumni and 
trustees. Selection is made by 
Juniata’s president, dean of academic 
affairs, student government president 
and the three most recent recipients. 

Criteria used in selection are years 
of service to Juniata, contributions to 
the development of one’s department 
and of the College as a whole, 
effectiveness as a teacher, scholarly 
activities and service beyond the 
campus. 

Recipients ofthe lastthree Beachley 
Awards have been Dr. Kenneth H. 
Rockwell, professor of chemistry, 
1979; Dr. Paul D. Schettler, Jr., Jacob 
H. and Rachel Brumbaugh Professor 
of Chemistry, 1978; and Dr. Ronald L. 
Cherry, Charles A. Dana Supported 
Professor of Economics, 1977. 

“Dr. Hochberg is a strongly 
committed and highly talented 
teacher,” observed President Binder 
in presenting Dr. Hochberg’s award. 





“His expertise is evident both in and 
out of the classroom, as his abilities are 
recognized not only by his students, 
but also his colleagues.” 

Funded by the Christian R. and Mary 
F. Lindback Foundation of 
Philadelphia, the Lindback Award 
provides a $500 stipend. The recipient 
is selected by Dr. Binder, who is 
assisted by a committee of faculty 
members. 

Among the selection criteria 
considered are contributions to the 
total educational efforts of the College 
and outstanding work by a junior 
faculty member who has served the 
College for seven or fewer years. 

In announcing Tower's selection, Dr. 
Binder noted that in addition to “being 
an energetic and effective teacher,” 
Tower also “has given freely of his time 
to enrich the overall liberal arts 
program by serving as director of the 
College’s instrumental ensembles, 
including the College band.” 

Dr. Hochberg, a Juniata faculty 
member since 1970, is a native of 
Philadelphia. He graduated magna 
cum laude from the University of 
Pennsylvania (1966), and he received 
his M.A. degree (1969) and his Ph.D. 
(1970) from Cornell University. 

Reflecting his deep interest in the 
novel — and in the distinguished 
southern author William Faulkner, in 
particular — Dr. Hochberg has 
published several articles about 
Faulkner, including “The Unity of Go 
Down, Moses” which appeared in 
Tennessee Studies in Literature. 

The Juniata English professor also 
has shared his expertise with the 
Huntingdon community, presenting 
book reviews — with one about

praised as “a short course in the 
history of the novel’ — to the Friends of 
the Huntingdon County Library. 

And, for the past several years, Dr. 
Hochberg has been translating his 
knowledge of the novel into a very 
rewarding experience: writing one of 
his own. 

A Juniata faculty member since 
1974, Tower received bachelor’s 
degrees in both clarinet and music 
education from the Conservatory of 
Music, Peabody Institute of the City of 
Baltimore (1970). He also holds a 
master's degree in performance from 
Temple University. 

Tower has studied clarinet with 
Anthony Gigliotti, Franklin Cohen, 
sidney Forrest and Ronaid Baltazar, 
and he has studied conducting with 
Frederick Fennel, Jonathan Sternberg, 
Richard Higgens, Charles Hirt, 
Charles Schisler and Ray Robinson. 


Of his many performance credits are 
guest artist appearances with the U.S. 
Navy Band, the Claremont Woodwind 
Quintet, the New York Woodwind 
Quintet, the Alexandria Symphony, the 
Orchestral Society of Philadelphia and 
the State College Symphony. 

Tower also has made numerous 
appearances as a conductor, 
including those with the Central 
Pennsylvania Festival of the Arts, the 
State College Symphony, Les 
Chanteurs de L’Opera, the 
Muhlenberg College Band and the 
Juniata Valley High School Band. 

This summer, Tower is serving as 
artistic director for the “Summer of ’80” 
performing arts series at Raystown 
Lake, sponsored by Juniata and the 
Army Corps of Engineers. He also is a 
member of the children’s program 
committee of the Huntingdon Arts 
Council. 
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Stone Church Pastor 
Delivers 
Baccalaureate Sermon 


The Rev. Richard L. Landrum, 
pastor of Huntingdon’s Stone Church 
of the Brethren, delivered the sermon 
during this year’s Baccalaureate 
service, conducted the Sunday 
morning of Commencement on Oller 
Hall Lawn. 

A 1961 cum laude graduate of 
McPherson College, the Rev. Landrum 
spoke about “Where the Wind Blows”

a vision of “Truth,” which he described 
as “the strength to learn, to change 
one’s mind and to move in new 
directions.

He was 
ordained to the ministry of the Church 
of the Brethren in Hutchinson, Kan., in 
the same year. 

In addition to the Rev. Landrum’s | 
sermon, the Baccalaureate Service 
included a welcome by President 
Binder, a call to worship by the Rev. M. 
Andrew Murray, campus minister, and 
the morning prayer by the Rev. Jack R. 
Rothenberger '52, pastor of the 
Central Schwenkfelder Church in 
Lansdale.

participated in the service. Dean G. 
Roth ‘80 of Carlisle played trumpet for 
the processional, “Trumpet Tune and 
Almand,” and Philip B. Jones ’80 of 
Metuchen, N.J., offered the invocation. 

Marjorie S. Porter '80 of Rose Valley 
offered the ‘Reading from the Epistle,” 
and Bruce W. Rothenberger ’80 — the 
son of the Rev. Rothenberger — 
offered the “Reading from the 
Gospel.” 

In addition, the Concert Choir, under 
the direction of Bruce A. Hirsch, 
performed the anthem, “Alleluia, 
Glorious Is Thy Name.” 
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Middle East Peace Negotiator Urges 
Graduates to Take Leadership Roles 


Hermann F. Eilts, former U.S. 
Ambassador to Egypt (1973-79), 
urged members of the Class of 1980 to 
“assume roles of strong leadership . . . 
leadership that is decisive .. . that Is 
innovative ... that is compassionate 
and understanding.” 

Dr. Eilts — credited with having a 
major role in the peace negotiations 
between Egypt and Israel during 
his tenure in Cairo — made his 
remarks while delivering the featured 
address during Juniata’s 101st 
commencement cermonies May 27. 

After outlining some of the problems 
facing America — such as inflation 
and dwindling energy supplies — Dr. 
Eilts said: “This is a formidable array of 
troubles, and one is tempted — if one 
cannot stop the world and get off — 
one is tempted to retreat to a new 
isolationism.” 

He then stressed, however, that 
solving issues, rather than retreating 
from them, is a more viable form of 
action, saying, “But ladies and 
gentlemen, | submit to you this 
afternoon, this (a return to isolationism) 
is no solution to anything. 

“The ‘interdependence of nations,’ 
the ‘interdependence of peoples’ are 
not simple cliches, they are facts of life. 
The world is right out there, and you, 
before you know it, are going to 
interface with it constantly.” 

Dr. Eilts, who retired last May after 
spending most of his 32-year, foreign 
service Career in the Middle East, also 
mentioned events in Iran, noting that 
“ ‘militant’ Islam is a phenomenon 
which has been with us at all times, but 
which as a nation we have only 
recently rediscovered.” 

He then reiterated his belief that 
“strong leadership” must be 
forthcoming if the United States is to 
successfully face this and other of the 
world’s tense issues. 

A record total of 241 students 


received bachelor of arts and bachelor. 
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of science dgrees during the afternoon 
ceremonies on Oller Halil Lawn. An 
additional 38 were recognized as 
candidates for August graduation. 

One student, Lee Ann Kline of 
Hollidaysburg, received her degree 
summa cum faude. Ms. Kline, who 
majored in mathematics and computer 
science, was graduated with an 
academic average of 2.9 or better out 
of a possible 3.0. 

In addition to Dr. Eilts’ address, 
another highlight of the 
commencement ceremonies — 
conducted outside for the first time in 
more than a decade — was President 
Binder’s conferring of an honorary 
doctor of humane letters degree upon 
the former Ambassador. 

Dr. Eilts was introduced for his 
degree — which cited him, in part, for 
“his significant contributions to 
American foreign policy in the Middle 
East’ — by Grace B. Binder, first lady 
of the College. This marked a very 
special moment, for the Binders and 
Dr. Eilts were classmates at Ursinus 
College, from which all three received 
their baccalaureate degrees. 

While on campus, Dr. Eilts also 
conducted a news conference, during 
which he offered numerous comments 
about past and current events — and 
about future possibilities — in the 
Middle East. 

Currently the University Professor of 
International Relations and Research 
Professor of History and Political 
science at Boston University, Dr. Eilts’ 
long career in American foreign 
service is one of distinction. 

He began his career at the American 
Embassy in Iran, later serving at the

U.S. embassies in Iraq, Lybia and 
Saudi Arabia, where he was the 
Ambassador from 1965 to 1970. 

In addition, he has served the 
Department of State as the 
officer-in-charge of the Arabian 
Peninsula and Near East Regional 
Affairs and, working out of the 
American Embassy in London, as the 
political officer handling all Middle 
East and Cyprus Affairs. 

After receiving his B.A. degree from 
Ursinus, Dr. Eilts, a native of Scranton 
received his M.A. degree, with 
distinction, from Johns Hopkins 
University’s School of Advanced 
International Studies. He completed 
additional graduate work — in Arabic 


and Middle East studies — at the 
Foreign Service Institute, the 
University of Pennsylvania and 
Dropsie College. , 

He also attended the prestigious 
Fletcher School of Law and Diplomacy 
and received diplomas, both with 
distinction, from the National War 
College, Washington, D.C. (1962), and 
the Army War College, Carlisle (1972). 

Among his many honors are the - 
Department of State’s 1979 
Distinguished Honor Award, the 1979 
Joseph C. Wilson Award, the 1953 
Arthur S. Flemming Award for 
distinguished government service and 
Egypt's 1979 Color of the Nile 
decoration. 





Philosopher Next J. Omar Good Prof 


Dr. Richard J. Mouw, professor of 
philosophy at Calvin (Mich.) College, 
has been named Juniata’s fifth 
J. Omar Good Visiting Distinguished 


_ Professor of Evangelical Christianity. 


In announcing the appointment, 
President Binder explained that the 
chair was established in 1975 with a 
bequest from the late J. Omar Good, a 
Juniata student in the mid-1890s who 
left the College one million dollars. 

Lester and Pauline Rosenberger of 
Narberth, Pa., who serve as the 
trustees of Mr. Good's estate, 
conceived the idea of evangelical 
outreach to honor Mr. Good’s request 
that a portion of his estate be used for 
“the perpetuation of the Triune Faith of 
Protestant Christianity.” 

As the J. Omar Good Professor, 
Dr. Mouw will teach a course each 
academic term, participate in 
numerous on-campus seminars and 
discussions and deliver lectures to the 
community, both on and off campus. 

Dr. Mouw succeeds the Rev. 
George M. Docherty, minister emeritus 
of the New York Avenue Presbyterian 
Church in Washington, D.C., who held 
the post this year. 


With a thesis titled The /dentification 
of Behavior and the Problem of Other 
Minds, Dr. Mouw received his Ph.D. in 
philosophy from the University of 
Chicago, where he also was named a 
University Fellow, 1966-68. 

A prolific writer, Dr. Mouw has 
authored two books — Politica! 
Evangelism and Politics and the 
Biblical Drama — and has made 
significant contributions to three 
others. : 

In addition, he has published 
articles and reviews in numerous 
journals, including the Calvin 
Theological Journal, Christian 
Century, Christianity Today, Ethics, 
and the Reformed Journal. 

Also proficient as an editor, 

Dr. Mouw serves as a member of the 
editorial boards of Theology Today 
and Laity Exchange, and as an editor 
of the Reformed Journal. 

Currently a member of the 
Commission on Faith and Order of 
the National Council of Churches, 

Dr. Mouw was a 1975-76 National 
Endowment for the Humanities Fellow 
in Sociology at Princeton University. 

Other of his professional 


experiences have included serving as 
chairperson of the philosophy division 
of the Michigan Academy of Arts and 
as a consultant to the Rockefeller 
Foundation Study on 
University-Related Theological 
Education. He also was a member of 
the planning committee for 
Consultation on Civil Religion in 
America, sponsored by the Council on 
Religion and International Affairs and 
the Johnson Foundation.

Kaylor’s Brethren History Due Soon 


Dr. Earl C. Kaylor, Jr. ’46, Charles

Diamondmen Take League Title, 2nd NCAA Bid 


After women grabbed the Indian 
spotlight for the fall and winter 
seasons, 1979-80, spring belonged to 
Juniata's men. A number of firsts — 
and one final chapter — marked the 
recently-completed Tribe campaigns, 
which included just one winning 
record among five teams. 


BASEBALL (16-15) 

Bill Berrier’s diamondmen, whose 
victory total was a new school record 
(the old, 14, had been set in 1978), 
earned its second trip in three years — 
also its second ever — to the NCAA 
Division Ill Mideast Regionals.

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The Tribe lost its first two tournament 
games —to host Ohio Northern and to 
national runner-up Marietta — to suffer 
elmination, but not before taking the 
latter club, then ranked first in the 
nation, down to the final out of the 
game. Juniata had led, 6-5, when a 
two-out, ninth-inning error gave the 
Pioneers new life. 

Earlier, the senior-led squad had 
Captured Juniata’s first Middle Atlantic 
Conference sectional baseball crown, 
pacing the NorthWest grouping with a 
7-1 record. In the MAC playoffs, the 
Tribe lost to Upsala, which finished 
third in the NCAAs. 

The Indians played 10 games 
against Division! and II schools, going 
13-6 in Division III. In addition, two of 
their higher-division foes — Penn State 
and Shippensburg — reached their 
own NCAA playoffs. 

Five Indians were named first-team, 
All-MAC Northern Division: seniors 
Gwyn Woodward (ss) and Chris Lyons 
(p), sophomores Jeff Miles (cf) and Ed 
McEwen (2b) and freshman Bob 
McDonald (p). Also, senior Pat 
Daly(Ib) earned a second-team nod. 

Miles, who was named to the 
All-Tournament squad, had four hits in 
the NCAAs, capturing the Tribe batting 
title at .359 on the year. Also a starting 
defensive back for last fail’s Indian 
gridders, Miles further led the 
diamondmen in hits (42) and stolen 
bases (12). 

Woodward, who earned his second 
straight Indian MVP nod, was third in 
batting (.336) and led the Tribe in 
homers (4), doubles (9), total bases 
(69) and slugging percentage (.579). 

Four other players, helping the 
squad to a .286 average, hit above 
.300: freshman catcher Carl Pavolic 
(.342), soph DH Don Pote (.336), 
McEwen (.315) and Lyons (.310). 

Lyons (4-1), arighty, and McDonald 
(4-4), a lefty, tied for the pitching 
victory lead, while a pair of soph 
portsiders — Scott Johnson (1-1) and 
John Seymour (1-2) — turned in 2.25 
ERAs. McDonald topped the team in 
innings pitched (53.3), and his 9% 
strikeouts per 9-inning game was 
among the top marks in the nation. 


MEN’S TENNIS (2-8) 
The final chapter came this spring 
as men’s net mentor Dr. Ernie Post, 
who produced a dozen winning teams 
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Triple threat Chris Lyons '80, whose grand slam homer almost toppled Marietta. A 
.310 hitter who was 4-1 on the mound, Lyons also fielded (1b) at a .994 percent- 


age. 


in 20 years at the Indian helm, 
announced he is stepping down. From 
1964-70, Post's squads finished 
51-17, boosting his final overall record 
to 102-92. 

This year, with only two seniors on 
the roster, Post's charges were led by 
freshman Dom DiGennaro, who was 
6-3 at fifth and sixth singles. Junior Don 
Rice, the team MVP, was 2-9 at first 
singles and 3-6 at first doubles. 


GOLF (1-7) 

At the other end of the coaching 
spectrum, rookie pilots Drs. Arnie 
Tilden and Duane Stroman found the 
sailing equally rough, as their 
younger-yet linksmen, including no 
senior regulars, dropped their first two 
and last five matches. 

One extremely bright spot, however, 
came at the MAC Championships, 
where junior Steve Stroup — later 
winner of his second straight MVP 
trophy — became Juniata’s first-ever 
medalist. Under adverse conditions, 
which shortened the event to one 
round, Stroup fired a 77 to share the 
individual title. 

Stroup also led the team to an 
eighth-place finish, up 11 spots from 
last spring, and paced it in stroke 
average for the year at 84.7. 


OTHERS 

In track, first-year coach Tom 
Rogish’s squad — wracked by the loss 
of last year’s top four scorers — did 
well to finish 3-4. It suffered, however, 
its first losing season inits last 10 anda 
10-place drop at the MACs, where it 
wound up 15th. 

While four of the Tribe’s top seven 
scorers were freshmen, senior sprinter 
and MVP Mike Miller set the 
point-production pace, taking five 
firsts, one second and three thirds in 
dual competition. Freshman 
middle-distance man Tom Wise, a 
dual winner four times, wound up 
second in scoring. 

At the MACs, only seniors Ed Mozer 
and Eric Bollinger managed points, 
Mozer placing fourth in the shot at 


46-10%, Bollinger placing fifth in the 
discus at 130-8. 

In women’s tennis, finally, Nancy 
Latimore’s charges were 3-4, tying for 
the third time their total victory 
standard. Junior Cindy Penatzer was 
4-1 at fourth and fifth singles, as 
freshmen manned the first two spots. 
Leslie Benedict was 5-7 at first, Sharon 
Ammarell 4-5 at second.

With the women’s cross country and 
softball clubs moving up to that status, 
Juniata will field 15 varsity athletic 
teams next year. 

Athletic Director Bill Berrier ’60, in 
announcing the program additions last 
month, said the decision was based on 
the number of students participating in 
the clubs, which reflects “rapidly 
growing interest, with promise of even 
greater growth to come.” 

Both squads will compete, as do all

Tailback DeWayne Rideout ’80, the 
leading rusher in Juniata football 
history, and linebacker Larry Shepard 
80, twice All-MAC, have signed 
free-agent contracts with the NFL’s 
seattle Seahawks and Denver 
Broncos, respectively. 

Rideout, 5-9, 200, holds eight Indian 
records, including career rushing 
yards of 2,302. He inked a three-year 
pact. Shepard, 6-1, 215, is the Tribe’s 
single-season tackle leader at 124. He 
signed a one-year contract. 

Both players, the fifth and sixth 
Juniata gridders to sign pro playing 
contracts, have survived May 
mini-camps. They must make their 
respective squads, however, during 
upcoming summer drills. 


Grid Captains Named 

Two new seniors — safety Steve 
Lach and offensive guard Matt 
Osekowski — have been elected 
captains of the 1980 Indian football 
team. 

New coach Rob Ash, who 
announced the results of team 
balloting, called both players 
“dedicated performers who will 
represent our program — both on and 
off the field — in excellent fashion.” 

Twice first-team All-MAC, Lach led 
the Tribe in interceptions with seven 
last year, also recording 32 tackles. 
Osekowski, who has started for two 
years at both tackle and guard, leads 
the blocking on power sweeps and is 
rated a top pass-protector. 

The Indians open their 58th season 
sept. 20, visiting Division Il power 
C. W. Post for the first meeting 
between the two schools.

sixteen Indian athletes, including 
seven repeat winners of Alumni (MVP) 
Awards, were honored in May at the 
annual Awards Convocation.

He 
joins just a handful of Mickle winners 
not to have earned a varsity letter as a 
player. 

Zinkham, a five-time captain in both 
her sports, holds 21 school hardwood 
records, including the career 
rebounding, assist and field-goal and 
free-throw percentage marks. She was 
named this year Division III 
All-American and Division I-III 
Academic All-American, helping the 
squad to a 24-4 record and the 
national quarterfinals. 

she also helped this year’s 
volleyball team to the Eastern final four. 

Joe Paskill '80, the Tribe's first 
wrestling All-American (1979) and 
career mat victory leader, captured 
the third major award: the 18th John E. 
Blood Memorial Award for athletic and 
academic excellence.

Always ready to respond to an 
emergency, Ms. Dadisman 
suspended her regular assignments 
during the Nigerian Civil War to carry 
out vital relief work. In another instance 
of exemplary service, she saved the 
life of a critically injured patient by 
following instructions radioed to her 
from a distant physician. 

A Waynesboro native, Oller left 
Waynesboro High School at the end 
of his sophomore year to attend the 
Juniata Academy, from which he 
graduated in 1919. 

After matriculating in the College 
and earning his B.A. degree, he did 
graduate work at Dartmouth College, 
returning to his alma mater as a faculty 
member in 1927. He received his M.A. 
degree from The Pennsylvania State 


University in 1931. 

As professor of French for 32 years, 
Oller, as his citation indicated, was one 
of the early advocates of the 
conversational method of teaching 
foreign languages. 

In conjunction with this approach, 
Oller promoted the Junior Year Abroad 
and the Brethren Colleges Abroad 
programs, personally visiting 
European institutions to observe the 
progress of Juniata students enrolled 
in them. | 

It was also Oller who promoted the 
establishment of the College’s modern 
language laboratory, which he 
directed until his retirement in 1965. 
After his retirement, he continued to 
work closely with the laboratory for 
several years. 

In addition to his distinguished 
teaching career, Oller — one of only a 
few athletes to win varsity letters in four 
sports at Juniata — served as coach of 
the varsity golf and basketball teams.

Retiring Professor 
Is Recognized During 


Faculty-Trustee Dinner 


A retiring faculty member — 

Dr. Kenneth W. Crosby, long-time 
chairman of the history department — 
was honored during the annual 
Faculty-Trustee Dinner. 

The dinner, moderated by President 
Binder, is a traditional highlight of the 
Board's annual Spring meeting. 

During the dinner, special 
recognition was afforded Dr. Crosby, 
the College’s W. Newton and Hazel A. 
Long Professor of History. A Juniata 
faculty member for 32 years, Dr. 
Crosby retired at the end of the spring 
term, being granted emeritus status by 
the Board of Trustees during the 
Board’s spring meeting. 

Dr. Philbrook Smith, professor of 
history, introduced Dr. Crosby and 
presented him with a framed painting 
of 101-year-old Founders Hall. 

In introducing Dr. Crosby, Dr. Smith 
said: “Dr. Crosby is, above all, aman 
who believes sincerely in Juniata 
College and its values, which so 
closely mirror his own. He not only 
believes in a liberal Christian tradition, 
but more than any other man | know, he 
lives it. He and men and women like 
him have made Juniata College a very 
special institution.” 

After responding to Dr. Smith’s 
comments, Dr. Crosby was presented 
with a stained glass Juniata shield by 
President Binder, who described him 
as “a first-rate educator who is deeply 
and justifiably admired and respected 
by generations of students and faculty 
members.” 

The shield, like the painting, is of 
special significance. Manufactured by 
Pike Stained Glass Studios in 
Rochester, N.Y., the shield contains 
Juniata’s seal and is trimmed in blue 
and gold, the College colors. It is only 
presented to retiring members of the 
Juniata community and to select 
guests of honor. 

Dr. Crosby, the most recent 
recipient of the shield, has been a 
Juniata faculty member since 1948, 
chairing the history department since 
1953. 

A native of Ohio, he received anA.B. 
degree from the Cincinnati Bible 
seminary in 1937 and a B.S. degree 
from Wilmington (Ohio) College in 


1939. He received an A.M. degree 
from Haverford College in 1940 and 
began further graduate study — asa 
Teaching Fellow — at George 
Washington University the same year. 

His study at George Washingon was 
interrupted by World War Il, during 
which he served as a Capt. Chaplain in 
the U.S. Army Air Force. Following the 
war, he returned to George 
Washington, where he continued to 
serve as a Teaching Fellow and from 
which he received his Ph.D. in 1949. 

In recognition of his ability as an 
educator, Dr. Crosby received the first 
Beachley Distinguished Professor 
Award (1968). 

In 1976, Dr. Crosby's distinguished 
career was again recognized, as he 
was named to the W. Newton and 
Hazel A. Long Professorship in 
History, an endowed chair established 
to recognize quality teaching as the 
essential element in liberal arts 
education. 

Dr. Crosby is married to the former 
Jane Miller, a 1938 Juniata graduate 
whom he met when he first came to the 
College. Mrs. Crosby, who also holds 
an A.M. degree from Cornell 
University, is a former home 
economics teacher at Juniata.

‘15 of Everett passed away on 
March 7 after a brief illness. 

Miss Baker was born in Everett on 
July 24, 1894, a daughter of the late 
Francis and Jennie (Calhoun) Baker. 
She is survived by a brother, John C. 
‘17 of Essex Fells, N.J., and by a sister, 
Dorothy B. '17 (Johnson) of Heath 
Village, Hackettstown, N.J. John, a 
member of Juniata’s Board of Trustees 
since 1936, has served on the Board 
longer than any other Trustee. 

After graduating from Juniata, Miss 
Baker did graduate work at Haverford 
College and Columbia University, later 
teaching high school in Augusta, Ga..: 
Martinsburg, W.Va.; and Cumberland, 
Md. 

She returned to Everett after her 
retirement and became highly 
involved with the Everett Free Library, 
which her mother had helped to 
organize in 1923. She served as a 
volunteer librarian for many years and 
was president of the library's board of 
trustees from 1961 to 1966. She 
remained an active member of the 
board until her death. 

In appreciation of her efforts on 
behalf of the library, Sept. 23, 1973, 
was designated as “Miss Baker Day,” 
with a special reception featured in her 
honor. She was given acitation of merit 
“in recognition of her leadership, 
steadfast loyalty, and dedicated 
service to the library and its patrons.” 

Miss Baker was a member of the 
Everett Church of the Brethren, a 
charter member of the Bedford County 
Historical Society and amember of the 
Bedford County Garden Club. 

Memorial services for Miss Baker 
were at the Everett Church of the 
Brethren. She is interred at the Everett 
Cemetery.

Alumni Receive Achievement, Service Awards 


One came from across country, the 
other from across town, but both came 
for the same reason: to attend the 
annual Alumni Luncheon. 

Mary N. Dadisman ’'41 traveled to 
campus from La Verne, Calif., while 
Jack E. Oller ’23, who lives adjacent to 
campus, really had to travel only 
several blocks. 

However, the end results of their 
travels to the luncheon were the same: 
both were honored as being among 
the College’s most distinguished 
alumni. 

Miss Dadisman, who earned her 
Juniata degree while serving as the 
College Nurse, was presented with the 
Alumni Achievement Award. Oller, 
professor emeritus of French and 
current member of the Board of 
Trustees, received the Alumni Service 
Award. 

A retired missionary who spent her 
career nursing in Africa, Miss 
Dadisman was presented with several 
gifts and a citation, which read, in part: 
“For almost 40 years, you have given 
freely of yourself in humanitarian 
service to mankind, achieving arecord 
of service desired by many but 
reached by only a few dedicated and 
caring individuals. 

“As a long-time missionary and 
nurse in Nigeria, you justifiably have 
earned admiration and respect from 
students, alumni, friends, colleagues 
and — most significantly — from those 
whom you have served so unselfishly.” 

Oller, who retired from his faculty 
position in 1965, has been a member 
of the Board since 1974. He, too, 
received gifts and a citation, which 
read, in part: “For more than half a 
century, your consistent and energetic 
service has expressed your deep love 
and constant concern for Juniata. 

“AS a professor of French, you were 
one of the pioneers in using the 
conversational method of teaching, 
thereby replacing rote textbook 
learning of the language with the much 
more meaningful approach of having 
your students actually learn to speak 
the language,” Oller’s citation 
continued. 

The noontime program, attended by 
some 275 alumni, parents and guests,

also included the yearly change of 
alumni leadership (see related story). 

Public announcement of the award 
recipients was made jointly during the 
spring term by David A. Kreider ‘71, 
director of alumni affairs, and the Rev. 
W. Clemens Rosenberger of Lititz, 
president of the Alumni Council. 

Miss Dadisman, a native of Texas 
and Kansas, moved to lowa while she 
was a teen-ager, graduating from an 
lowa high school in 1932. She then 
entered nurses’ training at Bethany 
Brethren Hospital in Chicago, from 
which she graduated in 1935 at the 
head of her class. 

After receiving her certification as a 
registered nurse, Ms. Dadisman 
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Jack E. Oller ’23 


began her association with Juniata, 
becoming the College Nurse in 1937. 
And, in addition to teaching courses in 
child care and home nursing, she 
decided to continue her education; 
receiving her B.S. degree from the 
College in 1941. 

Long active in the Church of the 
Brethren, Ms. Dadisman decided to 
become a missionary, beginning her 
missionary and nursing work in Africa 
in the autumn of 1941. Her first 
assignment was to Nigeria, where she 
established a school for children of 
Brethren missionaries, thereby ending 
the necessity of sending the children 
back to America — and away from
